Rent the following message to con­ 
gress today; 
To the .Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives: 
There is no branch of the Federal 
J urisdiction which calls more Impera­ 
tively for Immediate legislation than 
that which concerns the public do­ 
main, and especially the part of that 
domain which Is In Alaska. 
Th© progress uniker the reclamation 
act haa mode d ear the defects of Its 
limitations, which ehould bo remedied. 
The rules governing the acquisition 
of homesteads, of land that is not arid 
or semi-arid, are not well adapted to 
the perfecting qif till# to land made 
arable 
by 
gotsernment 
reclamation 
work. 
I concur with, the Secretary of the 
Interior In bis recommendation J .hat, 
after entry is made upon land being 
reclaimed, 
autual 
occupation 
as 
a 
homestead of tho same be not re 
quirod until tw o years after entry, 
but that cultivation of tho sam e shall 
be required, and that the present pro­ 
vision under which the land is to bo 
paid for in ten annual installm ents 
film!! be so modified as to allow a pat­ 
ent Ihsuo for the land at the end of 
five 
years’ 
cultivation 
and 
three 
years’ occupation, with a reservation 
of a government lien for the amount 
of the unpaid purcbaso money. 
This 
leniency to th e reclamation 
home­ 
steader will relievo him from occupa­ 
tion at a timo when the condition of 
tho land makes It most burdensome 
and difficult, and at the end of five 
years will furnish him with a title 
upon which he can borrow money and 
continue the improvement of his hold­ 
ing 
I also concur In tho recommenda­ 
tion of tho Secretary of the Interior 
that nil of our public domain should 
bo 
classified 
and 
that, each 
class 
should be disposed of or administered 
in tho manner most appropriate to 
that particular class. 


Leasing of Government Land« . 


The chief chary# ©, however, which 
ought to be made, and which I have 
already 
recommended 
In 
previous

gross. Is that by whldh government 
coal land and phosphate and other 
mineral land» containing non-metal- 
liforou.s minerals, shall be leased by 
the government, with t« e*trlcUona as j 
to size ami timo, resembMng those 
which 
now 
obtain 
throughout 
the I 
country between tho owners in 
fee ! 
and the lessees win» work the mines, 
and in leases Ilk« * those which have i 
been most successful 
in 
Australia, 
New' Zealand, and Nova Scotia. 
The 
showing mado by investigations into 
the successful work ing of tho leasing 
system leaves no doubt as to It» wis­ 
dom and practical utility. 
Require­ 
ments as to the work ing of the mine 
during the term may ho so framed 
a» to prevent any holding 
of large 
mining properties merely for specula­ 
tion, while the royalties may 1 
k> made 
sufficiently low, cot unduly 
to 
in­ 
crease tho coat of tho coal mined, nnd 
at. tho same timo sufficient to furnish 
a reasonable Income for tho use of 
tho public, in tl>o community where 
the mining goes on. 
In Alask a, there 
Is no reason why a substantial income 
should not thus be raised for such 
public work s as may 
bo 
deemed 
necessary or useful. 
There in no difference between tho 
reasons which call for the application 
of the leasing system 
to the coal 
lands » till retained by the government 
in the United States proper and those 
which 
exist in Alask a. 


Would Build Trunk Line Railroad. 
I ant not in favor of government 
ownership where the pnme certainty 
and efficiency of service cam be had 
by private enterprise, but I think the 
conditions presented in Alask a are of 
such a character as to w arrant tho 
government, for the purpose of en­ 
couraging tho development 
of 
that 
vast 
and 
remark able 
territory, 
to 
build nnd own a trunk line railroad, 
which it can lease on terms which 
may be varied and changed to meet 
the growing prosperity and develop­ 
ment of the territory. 
There is nothing In tho history of 
the United States which affords such 
Just reason for criticism as the fail­ 
ure of the Federal government to ex­ 
tend tltTFTfeneflt of Its fostering care 
to tho territory of \lask a. 
There was 
a time, of course, when Alask a wa? 
regarded as so far removed Into the 
Arctic ocean as to mak e any develop­ 
ment of it practically impossible, but 
or years the facts have been k nown 
o those who have been responsible 
or its government, and everyone who 
ias given tho subject the slightest 
onstd* ration has been aware of the 
vonderful possibilities in it? growth 
uad development if only capital iter» 


power Is sold. The latter method etnr* 
geutM by the Secretary is a 
rnorv 
direct method for 
Federal 
control, 
ansi In view of the probablo union 
end ? yptematlc organisation and weld­ 
ing together 
of the 
power 
derived 
from water within a radius of 300 or 
400 miles, I think It better that the 
power of control should remain in 
the national 
government than that 
it should be turned over to the states. 
Under such a system th© Federal gov­ 
ernment would have such direct su­ 
pervision of the 
whole matter that 
any honest 
administration could eas­ 
ily p* vent the 
abuses which a monop­ 
oly

Bureau of National Parks. 


I earnestly recommend the estab­ 
lishment of a bureau of national park s. 
Such legislation is essential to the 
proper management of those wondrous 
manifestations ef nature, so startling 
and ro beautiful that ©very one luc- 
ognizes the obligations of the govern­ 
ment to j,reserve them for the edifica- 
t.on and recreation erf tho people. Tho 
Yellowstone park , the Y’osemlte, the 
Grand Canyon of Colorado, tbe (STaeier 
National park , and tho Mount Rainer 
National park and others furnish ap­ 
propriate instances. 
In only one case 
have iwe made anything lik e adequate 
preparation for the use of a park by 
tho public. 
That case is the Yellow­ 
stone National park . 
Every consider­ 
ation of patriotism and the love of na- 
tuie and of beauty and of art. requires 
us To expend money enough to bring 
ail these natural wonders within easy 
reach of our people. 
The first step 
lu that direction is the establishment 
cf a responsible bureau which shall 
tak e upon itself the burden of super­ 
vising the park s and of mak ing recom­ 
mendations as to the best method ot 
improving their accessibility and use­ 
fulness. 


Lower Colorado River. 


There is transmitted 
herewith 
a 
letter from the Secretary of the In­ 
terior setting out the work done un­ 
der joint resolution a ppr ov e June 25, 
19 10, authorizing tho expenditure of 
$1,000,000, or so much 
thereof 
as 
might bo necessary, to be expended 
by the President for the purpose of 
protecting lands ami property in the 
imperial valley and' elsewhere along 
th© Colorado river In -Arizona. 
Tho 
money was expended and, the protec­ 
tive work s erected, but the disturb­ 
ances in Mexico so delayed tli© work , 
and the floods In the Colorado river 
were so extensive that a ¡» art of the 
work s have been carried away, nnd 
J 
the need for further action and ex- i 
penditure of money exists. 
I do not 
mak e a definite 
recommendation 
at 
present, for the reason that the plan 
to be adopted for the betterment of 
conditions near the mouth 
of 
the 
Colorado river proves to be so d©- 
P< ndent on a free and full agreement 
between the government of 
Mexico 
and th© government of the United 
States as to joint expenditure and 
joint use that It is unwise to move 
until we can obtain some agreement I 
with that government which will en- ! 
able us to submit to Congress a larger j 
plan, better adapted to the exigencies 
presented than the one adopted. 
It [ 
is essential that we act promptly, 1 
and through the State department the ! 
matter is being pressed upon the ab 
tention of the Mexican gov,.rament. 


Water-Power Sites. 


In previous communications to Con­ 
gress I have pointed out two methods 
by which the water-power sites on 
non navigable streams may 
be 
con­ 
trolled as between the state and tho 
national government. 
It has seemed 
wise that the control should b© con­ 
centrated In one government or the 
other as the active 
participant 
in 
supervising its use by private enter­ 
prise. 
In most cases where the gov­ 
ernment owns what are called water­ 
power 
sites 
along 
non-nnvigable 
stream» , 
which 
are 
really riparian 
lots, without which the power in the 
stream can not be used, we have a 
situation ns to ownership that may be 
described as follows: 
The 
Federal 
government has land without which 
the power in the stream can not bo 
transmuted Into electricity 
nnd 
ap­ 
plied at a distance, while It Is claimed 
that tho state, under the law of wa­ 
ters as it prevails in many of our 
western states, controls the use of 
the water arid gives the 
beneficial 
use to the first and continuous user. 
In order to secure proper care by th© 
state governments over these sources 
of power, it has been proposed that 
the government shall deed the water­ 
power sit» ' to the state on condition 
that the site and all the plant upon 
it shall revert to the government un­ 
less the state parts with the site only 
by lease, the terms of which it en­ 
forces 
nnd 
wl Ich 
requires 
a 
re­ 
valuation of the rental 
every 
ten 
years, the full term to last not more 
than fifty years. 
A failure 
of 
the 
state to mak e and enforce such leases 
would enable the government by an 
action of forfeiture to 
recover 
the 
power sites and sill plants that might 
bo erected thereon, and this power of 
penalizing those who succeed to the 
control would furnish a motive to com­ 
pel the observance of the policy of th# 
government. 
TTfe Secretary of the Interior has 
suggested another method by which 
the water-power site shall be leased 
directly by the government to tho so 
who exercise a public franchise un­ 
der provisions imposing a rental for 
the water power to create a fund to 
be expended by the gener.il govern­ 
ment for the 
improvement 
of 
the 
stream and the bereflt of the local 
community wt^er© tiio power site 1». 
and permitting the state to regulate 


Commission on Cost of Living. 


For some years past the high and 
j steadily increasing cost of living has 
I leen a matter of such grave public 
! concern that I deem it of great public 
interest that an international confer­ 
ence be proposed at. this time for the 
purj>ose of preparing ¡» Ians, to be sub­ 
mitted to the various governments, for 
an international inquiry into the high 
cost of living, its extent, causes, et 
foils, and possible remedies. 
I there­ 
fore recommend that, to enable the 
president 
to invite foreign 
govern­ 
ments to such a conference, to be hHd 
at Washington or elsewhere, the cou- 
; press provide an appropriation, not to 
! exceed $2O,0uO, to defray the expenses 
! of preparation and of participation by 
; the United States. 
j 
Those countries that « have conduct­ 
ed investigations have found that the 
phenomenon of rising -prices is almost 
| if not quite general throughout tho 


i world; but they are baffled in the at- 
I tempt to trace the causes by I he im- 
I possibility of mak ii g any accurate ln- 
i ternational comparasions. 
This is be- 
i cause, in spite of the number of In­ 
vestigations already made, we are still 
j without adequate data and because as 
i yet no two countries estimate their 
! price levels on the same basis or by 
; the same methods. 
i 
As already indicated, the prelimln- 
1 ary conference itself would entail a 
! comparatively small expense, and most 
| of the subsequent investigations for 
which it would prepare the way could 
be carried out by existing bureaus in 
this and ofher governments a» part of 
their regular work and would require 
litUe, if any, additional appropriations 
for such bureaus. 


Commission on Industrial Relations. 


The extraoWinary growth of indus­ 
try in the past two decades and its 
revolutionary changes have raised new 
j and vital questions as to the relations 
; between employers and wage earners 
| which have become matters of press­ 
ing public concern. 
Industrial rela- 
tions concern the public for a double 
reason.

at© important, and until something 
* Comprehensive 
and adequate is 
avail­ 
able they serve a useful purpose, and 
they will necessarily continue 
to be 
made. 
But unquestionably 
the time ia 
now ripe for a searching 
inquiry Into 
tl e subject 
of 
industrial 
relations 
which shall be official, 
authoritative, 
i balanced, and well rounded, such as 
- only tiie federal government 
can suc­ 
cessfully undertak e. The present wide­ 
spread inter, st in the subject mak es 
this an opportune time for an 
investi­ 
gation. which in any event can 
not 
long be postponed. 
It should be 
non­ 
partisan, comprehensive, thorough, 
pa­ 
tient. and courageous. 
One essential part of the 
proposed 
Inquiry would naturally 
be 
to 
as- 
sernble, digest, and interpret informa­ 
tion so fur as it bears upon our pres­ 
ent industrial conditions. 
In addition 
to this the commission should inquire 
into the general conditions of labor 
In 
our principal industries, into the exist­ 
ing relations between employers and 
employes In those Industries, Into the 
\arious methods 
which 
have been 
tried for maintaining mutually satis­ 
factory relations 
between 
employes 
and employers and for avoiding 
or 
adjusting trade disputes, and into the 
scope, methods and resources of fed­ 
eral and state bureaus of labor and 
the methods by which

ties which, through the work of the

would be more clearly brought to light 
and defined.
